The "Hubbard E Meter," a piece of electrical equipment used by the 


Founding Church of Scientology, has been determined to be a misbranded 


medical device by a Federal Court Jury. 

The jury returned a verdict for the Government Wednesday after a 
13-day trial in the U.S. District Court in Washington, D. C. 

The trial resulted from the seizure of more than 100 of the devices, 
together with about three tons of literature, in Washington more than four 
years ago. The seizure action was initiated by the Food and Drug Administration. 

The Government contended that false and misleading therapeutic claims 
were made for the devices, although their only demonstrated effect was to 
measure skin resistance to electric currents. 

The libel of information filed in court said the labeling for the devices 
represented that the machines were effective in diagnosing, preventing, and 
treating "all mental and nervous disorders and illnesses...and all psychosomatic 
ailments." 

Among these "psychosomatic ailments," the Government said the labeling 
included "arthritis, cancer, stomach ulcers, and radiation burns from atomic

bombs, poliomyelitis, the common cold, etc..." 

The seizure was contested by the Founding Church of Scientology and 
about 40 Individuals. Their attorneys contended that the machines were used 
in the practice of Scientology and no curative powers were attributed to them. 

The trial was conducted before Judge John J. Series. On the basis of 
the verdict that the devices were misbranded, the court will issue an order 
later for the disposition of the machines that were seized.

This action was filed under the Federal Food, Drug, and Ooflaatie 
Act against the B meter device. No charges were made against any 
indivi^bial. Seisure of the devices was made in the possessicn of 
the Academy of Scientology and the Hubbard Chiidanee Center. The 
"Academy** traine "auditore," who treat "pre-dears'* (patients). 

The Onidaoee Center reoelvee money for the eervice of auditcra 
in i mpr o v ing people's health. 

Before e a kin g this seisure, a v«ry careful investigation was made 
by our organisatien. The inveetigation developed that the B meter 
is nothing more than a sinple galvanosKter for eonvoying and 
measuring minute amounts ^ current fron a small dry cell battery 
which is passed through the body when ths tin can electrodes of 
ths oireuit are held in the hands. Zn a previews case involving 
a device of ewqparhhle eonstruetlon, we h^ been able to establish 
that this type of machine has no value whatsoever in diagnosing 
or treating any disease of man. Monctheless, the voluminous 
literature distributed by the Acadsmy end the Guidance Center oon- 
talns many representations that this device will treat and diagnose, 
detect and ellminato, all mental and ner v o u s diaordsrs and such 
serious diseases as arthritis, cancer, stomach ulcers, radiatlou 
bums, end polleayelitia, wbidi are all elaasified as 
psychosomatic ailments in the liteara-tore. 

Ths investigation further develcqwd the fact that a belief in the 
religion of acientology was not a necessary part of either diag¬ 
nosis, treatment or cure. People were being treated by this 
worthies macdilns on a straight fee basis, without sny retpslroment 
that they have any interest la the Founding Church. Indeed, during 
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an Inspoetioo on Oet^r 17, 1M3, th» top BOsdMro ot this orgaDl* 
xation advioed our - iaspootora that tlie bona/lts of tha S aetora 
eoold bo aohievod by any Indlvldoal without any intorost or bolief 
in tiw ebureb. 

We luKve a atateannt frca a peraon who oaa told at tbo Acadeogr 
that the rellglotia anole was adopted for tax pwrpoees. Wo have 
a written explanation by L. Ron Hubbard to the effoot that the 
reliplMi idea would enable praetitiooera to get into hospitals, 
prisons and other places they otherwiae would not be per* 

aitted. And we have a proaotional statonent that use of a 
religioue title will inorrase the praotitianQrs earn i ngs aaong 
polio vietins. We have a letter signed by a respcnsible person 
in the organisation claiaing the devices to be diagnostle 
machines. 

He are confident that we have the facts to establish that tha 
B maters are dlaepsostlc and therapeutic devices and not religious 
syidMls or tools* 

Before undertalcing this case, we submitted all of the facta to 
our General Counsel'a cfflee and they were discussed in eon* 
siderable detail at the Department of Justice. Of eourse, the 
possibility that the religious defense would be made was recog* 
nised, but our attorneys concluded after reviewing the facts we 
had collected that this serlmis health menace could be dealt with 
without any invf>lveiB8nt in religious questions.

On January 4, 1963, we seized in the District of Columbia the Hubbard 
Electrometer which was represented and suggested as a device which is 
adequate for the diagnosis, treatment and cure of all mental diseases 
of mankind and practically all physical diseases. The device is a skin 
galvanometer which is of no value for these purposes. 

This action has resulted in a considerable amount of publicity and 
Congressional inquiry. A vigorous contest of the seizure is expected 
on the grounds that the meter is a religious instrument for use as a 
part of the Confessional of the Founding Church of Scientology. 

The so-called Church has its origin in a book named "Dianetic" written 
by L. Ron Hubbard, a science fiction author. This book sponsored a 
type of do it yourself psychiatry called "Dianetics" and later named 
Scientology. Many individuals untrained in psychiatry became practitioners 
and made this activity a means of livelihood, and formed an association 
of practitioners which'was later designated as a "Church." 

L. Ron Hubbard who is still the leader of the organization explains in 
his literature that the Church was established for protection from medical 
practice laws and to provide the practitioner an avenue of access as 
ministers into hospitals, insane asylums, penitentiaries and other re¬ 
stricted places." The church organization has also been explained to 
individuals as a "tax dodge," 

In order to properly prepare for this vigorous contest it is desired 
that we obtain any and all information concerning the various organiza¬ 
tions and individuals connected with them. We wish to show the entire 
background of the organizations and develop evidence concerning the prime 
movers of the organizations with particular interest in criminal records 
or actions taken by state and local officials. Knowledge of the complete 
history of the movement is desired. 
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As this movement is spread throughout the Nation, several districts will 
be requested to determine facts concerning the individuals and the various 
organizations'. • Districts receiving these assignment memorandums are re¬ 
quested to follow-up on any additional leads which they may uncover, ob¬ 
taining certified copies of any records available if possible; naMs, 
addresses and dates of' birth of any ittdividual's should be reported where- 

possible and' ahV evidehe'e of 'any franchise agreements. •' • '

These 
electrodes are attached by 
wires to a device called an 
E-meter. 

The £-m e t e r registeri 
whenever you have an emo¬ 
tional reaction. A trained 
auditor can interpret wbat 
kind of reaction. 

By watching jmur re¬ 
sponse to certain carefully- 
prepared seta of questions, 
the auditor can tell whether 
they are the “right” ques¬ 
tions. This prevents wasting 
time on random meander¬ 
ing and wjid goose chases. 

TO THE POLN'T 

If you are embroiled in a 
problem concerning your 
wife's wild spending, the au¬ 
ditor will not tp^ yoor 
time, iskutg yoa wlMdbos 
yim were bottle-fed sa a 
habv.. 

The E-meter keeps him on 
target. 

Suppose you’re tense but 
you can't put your finger on 
just what you are tense 
about The auditor might 
ask you a series of questions, 
such as “What might (juit 
might, mind you) be a prob¬ 
lem?” or “What might be a 
problem to a person?" 

These two questions 
would be asked alternately 
until the E-raeter indicated 
that they were no longer 
evoking an emotional re¬ 
sponse. Long before this, 
howeve* you would prob¬ 
ably have diKOvered many 
of the thing! which had 
been making you tetae. 

(These are not precise 
Scientology questions, just 
a columnist’s example of 
typical auditing questions.) 

.■\nother set of questions, 
aimed at another type of 
problem, might run like 
this; “Who blamed you (or 
some thing?”

Your wire to the President dated January 15, protesting the 
seizure of B meter devices at Washington, D. C., has been re> 
ferred to us for reply. 

This action was filed under the Federal Pood, Drug, and Cosmetic 
Act against the B meter device. No charges were o^e against any 
Individual. Seizure of the devices was made In the possession of 
the Academy of Scientology and the Hubbard Guidance Center. The 
"Academy'* trains "auditors,” who treat pre^clears" (patients). 

The Guidance Center receives money for the service of auditors 
In Improving people's health. 

Before making this selzvure, a very careful Investigation was made 
by our organlzatl<m. The investigation developed that the B meter 
is nothing more than a sinple galvanometer for conveying and 
measuring minute amounts of current from a small dry cell battery 
which is passed through the body when the tin can electrodes of 
the circuit are held in the hands. In a previous case involving 
a device of coiq>arable construction, we had been able to establish 
that this type of loachlne has no value whatsoever In diagnosing 
or treating any disease of man. Nonetheless, the voluminous 
literature distributed by the Academy and the Guidance Center con* 
tains many representations that this device will treat and diagnose, 
detect and eliminate, all mental and nervous disorders and such 
serious diseases as arthritis, cancer, stomach ulcers, radiation 
burns, and policnyelltls, which are all classified as 
psychosomatic ailments in the literature. 

The Investigation further developed the fact that a belief In the 
religion of sclentology was not a necessary part of either diag¬ 
nosis, treatment or cure. People were being treated by this 
worthless machine on a straight fee basis, without any requirement 
that they have any Interest in the Founding Church. Indeed, during

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an inspection on October 17, 1962, the top ansibers of this organi- 
eatlon advised our Inapeetors that the benefits of the B iseters 
could be achieved by any Individual without any Interest or belief 
in the church. 

We have a statement from a person who was told at the Academy 
that the religious angle was adopted for tax purposes. We have 
a written explanation by L. Ron Hubbard to the effect that the 
religion idea would enable practitioners to get into hospitals, 
prisons and other places where they otherwise would not be per¬ 
mitted. And we have a promotional statement that use of a 
religious title will Increase the practitioners earnings among 
polio victims. We have a letter signed by a responsible person 
in the organisation claiming the devices to be diagnostic 
machines. 

We £ure confident that we have the facts to establish that the 
B meters are diagnostic and therapeutic devices and not religious 
symbols or tools. 

Before undertaking this case, we subeiitted all of the facts to 
our General Counsel's office and they were discussed in con¬ 
siderable detail at the Department of Justice. Of course, the 
possibility that the religious defense would he made was recog¬ 
nised, but our attorneys concluded after reviewing the facts we 
had* collected that this serious health menace could be dealt with 
without any involvement in religious questions.

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or sessions at the guidance center. This cost Mr. Moshier about 
$2400. Mr. Moshier believes that he derived some benefits from 
the treatments. Mr. Moshier stated that prior to his sessions, 
he seemed to be "at the mercy of things" whereas after completing 
these more than one hundred sessions he had a better way of 
"meeting" his problems. In this respect, he felt that the sessions 
had been beneficial to him. He has since returned to Harvard 
where he was again examined and given tests. The psychiatrist 
felt that there had been some improvement. Mr. Moshier indicated 
that he may be readmitted to Harvard. 

While at the Hubbard Guidance Center in Washington, " ^r. Moshier 
became acquainted with the Academy of Scientology which is also 
located in Washington, D. C. This Academy was founded by 
Lafayette Ron Hubbard around 1950 for the purpose of training 
practitioners in the theories of dianetics. Ordinarily, the 
course requires four to six months for completion. After 
satisfactory completion the practitioner becomes a member of 
the Founding Church of Scientology. These practitioners go forth 
a nd hold ses sions, pledging 10% of their income to the Founding Church, 
.-fry ^shier^ aid that when he attended the Academy, there were 
up'to 3irTnst rue tors and about 75 students. He stated that there 
were about 1,000 practitioners throughout the United States. 

The Church is organized on an international basisMr. Moshier ^ 
did not complete the course at this Academy and gwe us no 
indication why he had not. 


(-'Mr. Moshier-''made the following statement concerning the 
relationship between the Founding Church of Scientology and 
the theories and principles of dianetics. Dianetics admits 
to a non-physical relationship between the spirit and the mind. 

The theory states that we subjectively react to a certain stimulus 
without conscious thought. After our initial reaction to this 
stlmulu^, we continue to react to similar stimuli in the same way. 
Moshiec-explained that Scientology was a conscious attempt to 
iincT^t why we reacted to the original stimulus as we did. 

Once we understand the reasons for our Initial subjective reaction, 
we can substitute knowledgeable action for some other more desirable 
reactions. Thus, by being able to re ad the mind, one can control 
chains of thoughts and reactions. ,^;MTf'.~~Mog hlfer rambled on 
concerning this subject for well over one and a half hours. It 
became more involved and confusing as he continued. (The statements 
in the above paragraph c onstitu te what the inspectors consider the 
essential elements of ,Moahier'^concepts of Scientology.) 
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At one Moshiep stated that he was not entirely in 

agreement with the practices of the Academy, particularly in 
their association of the Academy with a "pseudo"-church 
organization. As far as he knew, there was no other reason, 
except for the spirit-mind theory and tithing relationship, 
as to why the org anizatio n was called The Founding Church of 
Scientology. c'Mr.' Mpshler ?:stated that the organization was 
not referred to as The Founding Church until sometime after 
the dlanetic theory came into existence. He was of the 
opinion that the church was so designated sometime between 
1953 and 1956. 


(ift, Moshiec ^tated that textbooks for the course were mainly 
those on dianetlcs, particularly the following which have been 
written by L. Ron Hubbard: Dianetlcs: The Modem Science of 
Mental Health; Science of Survival; the Creation of Human Ability; 
Scientology; Scientology: The Fundamentals of Thought; Clear 
Procedure, Issue No. 1; Dianetlcs 55; Dianetlcs - Evolution of 
a Science; Dianetlcs - The Original Thesis, etc. 

Also essential to the course and to the practice of Scientology is 
the E Meter. This device is also known as the Hubbard Electrometer. 
Essentially, the meter is a simple galvanometer. It operates as 
a simple lie detector, with the subject holding onto two tin 
cans attached to electrodes leading to the galvanometer. Essentially, 
the meter will register a preconsclous response to a stimulus 
presented by the practitioner-auditor. This stimulus may take 
the form of a key-word, loud noise, leading question, etc. The 
telltale response is indicated by a fluctuation of a needle on a 
scale located on the face of the device. The intensity of 
the fluctuation is read and interpreted by the practitioner. 

Ihe practitioner merely brings to the attention of the subject 
that a fluctuation has occurred. Then, the area relating to 
the stimulus is explored. In^this-w^ the practitioner is able 
to make certain Hiap;noq^g ' that he was not certain 

whether or not t his invo ^lved the diagnosis of specific diseases. 
According to l yT Moshier ^ there are many pamphlets and booklets 
concerning the operation of this device. He had the following two 
in his possession at this time: "E Meter Essentials 1961 by 
L. Ron Hdbbard Clearing-^ Series 1" and "The Hubbard Electrometer 
by John Sanbome based on Research and Development by L. Ron 
Hubbard";V' 
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The E Meter, the booklets, and reference books are purchased 
from the Distribution Center, Inc., Silver Springs, Maryland. 

This is a subsidiary distributing agency for Hubbard Associations 
of Scientologists International, Washington, D. C. 
stated that he had paid $350.00 for the course. He had in his 
possession an E Meter which he had purchased from the Distribution 
Center for $100. The course was given and the device sold on a 
money-back guarantee. However, before restitution was made, it 
would be necessary for the dissatisfied individual to attend 
therapy sessions for a determination as to why he was dissatisfied. 
Mr. Batteau interjected that he also had an E Meter, but that it 
was a self made duplicate of the Hubbard device. 

At this point , Mr. Moshier jbonsented to our collection of a 
documentary sample. ^iSiis consisted of five Polaroid photographs 
of the device, and a sketch of the device facing. In addition to 
a number of dials, the following information was noted on the 

name plate: "Hubbard Electrometer for use in Sclentologv___-_^ 

British Mark NK IV Meter Pat. APT. 657432 Ser. No. 738" 
stated that he was unable to locate any of the records pertaining 
to the purchase of the meter. He believes that they are still in 
his trunk which is being forwarded from Washington and that if and 
when he locates t^ he rec ords, they will be made available to us 
if needed.-'^MiT. Mo^hiex also loaned to us the booklets, "The 
Hubbard fii«cTTometer" by John Sanborn and "E Meter Essentials 1961" 
by L. Ron Hubbard. C^. -,Mosh i^ did not object to our making 
copies of any of the material contained in these booklets. 

Mr. Moshie^.provided us with a signed affidavit attesting to the 
•above‘"sfated facts. This sample is being submitted to Boston 
District under Doc. Sample No. 7-363 V. 

Mr. ^slii^ was not able to remember the names qf_aay_£ractitioners 
nor the names of instructors at the Academy. CMr. Moshi^ stated 
that he had encountered several students who were dissatisfied 
with the course. The major objection was that they were not able 
to master the technique of being able to resolve their own problems 
or those of others. He recommended to those whom he personally 
had come in contact with to continue the course in order that 
they might develop this technique or detepoine^hat had made them 
dissatisfied. Both( Mf. Mo s hie?~H ind . Mr ■ Batt eau^tated that they 
were still members of the Hubbard Association of Scientologists 
International, Washington, D. C. They pay an annual fee of $15.00 
for this membership, which entitles them to receive the publications 
of the Association and to participate in the annual congress which 
is held in Washington, D. C.

Tubes or transistors operate 
as a "D,C. Amplifier" to magnify tiny changes in input. Its 
purpose i s to measure the D. G, resistance of the human body.

STATEMENT B'. OUNDING CHURCH OF SCIEN iLOGY 
WASHINGTON, D.C.. . January 5, 1963 


The seizure of the property and records of our religious organ¬ 
ization, the Founding Church of Scientology, at the instigation of the 
Food and Drug Administration of the U.S. Department of Health, Ed¬ 
ucation and Welfare, is a shocking example of government bureaucracy 
gone mad. 

It is a direct and frightening attack upon the Constitutional rights 
of freedom of religion, freedom of press, and freedom of sp'eech. 

Without any prior warning, or oppartunity for officials of the 
Church to appear in Court for a hearing, a large force of United 
States Marshals entered Church premises and seized property and 
pamphlets used in the religious work of the Church. 

There is no criticism of the Court which issued the seizure war¬ 
rant, because it is not apparent from the warrant that the Court was 
advised by^the government department that the premises and property 
of a church were to be entered and seized. Nor is it clear that the 
United States Attorney's office was advised by the Department officials 
that a church owned or possessed the property and literature that was 
seized. 

More than two months ago,- the Food and Drug Administration 
interfered with the delivery to the Chufch and its affiliated organiza¬ 
tions of the imported scientific instruments which are used in connec¬ 
tion with certain phases of the Church's religious activities. Protest 
was made with the Baltimore office of the Food and Drug Administration, 
and ample evidence was submitted showing that the detention of the pro¬ 
perty was in violation of the law and the Constitution of the United States. 
But up to this time the Church and its attorney have received no admin¬ 
istrative ruling, which could be appealed either within the Department 
of Health, Education and Welfare, or to the Courts. 

Instead, there has been a subsequent seizure of property, with¬ 
out notice or prior Court hearing for the Church, such as might have 
occurred under Stalin or Khruschev in Russia. 

If the legitimate work and activities of one religious organization 
can be ruthlessly attacked and violated by one branch of the United States 
Government, no other religious organization is safe from-similar or like 
illegal intrusion and attack. The question directly raised is; "Are we 
in America today living under a Godless government which intends ulti¬ 
mately to destroy all religions and religious organizations?" 

There is nothing in the so-called warrant that was issued to in¬ 
dicate that the Court was informed ... as it should have been .. . that 
civil administrative proceedings were pending and had not been decided. 
The facts are that the District Office of the Food and Drug Administra¬ 
tion in Chicago had previously ruled against the seizure or detention of 
property such as was seized by request of the same government agency 
in Washington on January 4th. And previously another government a- 
gency, the Customs'Bureau, had made a definite ruling that is in direct 
conflict with the basic contention of the Food and Drag Administration 
on which its, seizure of the Church's property was founded. 
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Necessarily, all the facts will be given to the Court, in the hope 
and expectation that it will uphold the Constitutional rights of freedom 
of religion and expression. 

It is also hoped and expected that the Secretary of the Department 
of Health, Education and Welfare , , . who is of a different religious 
faith than the members of the Church of Scientology . . . will give his 
own, personal consideration to the facts of the pending case, which in¬ 
volves the Constitutional right of freedom of religion. It is not too 
late yet to correct the excesses of his subordinates, undoubtedly com¬ 
mitted without authorization from him. 




A STATEMENT BY L. RON HUBBARD FOR THE PRESS 

January 5, 1963 

"Although I have, few details all I can make of this is that the United 
States Government, not some special interest using the government, 
has launched an attack upon religion and is seizing and burning books 
of philosophy. 

" Spiritual healing being legal under the laws of the District does not in 
any way influence or explain this action. The meter neither heals nor 
diagnoses. We or any doctor know that. The books do not talk about 
healing. They talk of the Laws of Life and the Spiritual Character of 
Man. They are not subversive nor pornagraphic nor do they specialize 
in healing. So the charges are completely false and will soon be dis- 
proven in- Court. 

As an author this is the only thing that concerns me; The government 
has begun to seize religious texts. Apparently a burning of the books 
has begun in the United States. Where will this end? Complete cen¬ 
sorship? A complete ignoring of the First Amendment? Are churches 
to be attacked and books burned as a normal course of action? 

" We have won through many attacks. If there was anything truly wrong 
with us we would have fallen years ago. We are still alive and the 
sun never sets on our organizations. We will win through this one 
with ease as we have done nothing wrong. 

But is this the beginning of the end for Freedom of Speech, Freedom of 
the Press and Freedom of Religion? And who else tomorrow or the 
next day will be subject to having his books forbidden,, seized or burned?

Commenting on the recent armed raid on the Church of Scien¬ 
tology, under the direction of the Federal Food and Drug Administra¬ 
tion, L. Ron Hubbard, author of the seized philosophical cind religious 
texts which are sheduled to be burned or otherwise 'disposed of by 
the U.S. Government, said: 

"Toward the end of August '62 I offered President Kennedy my 
assistance and the help of Scientology in narrowing the gap in the space 
race. 

"Twice in recent years the White House has specifically requested 
-fred from us a presentation of Scientology to see what it could do to 
help the geneifal effoift. We respefidea with a mass el 

"As Scientology can raise men's ability through the Church's 
P^*^cessing procedures it could be of benefit in improving American 
scientists in their work on technical problems. However, as Scien¬ 
tology fell in the realm of the spirit and refused to consider Man an 
animal sprung from mud, the help was not accepted. 

"In August when Kennedy had been President awhile I thought it 
only courteous to make the gesture again, I did not realize that there 
were lesser officials of the government who were evidently imbued with 
ideas of religious persecution, 

"I would greatly like to have a conference with Mr. Kennedy on 
this subject. I am sure we could come to some amicable understand¬ 
ing on religious matters. Extreme measures such as attacking church¬ 
es and burning philosophical texts are not going to solve anything. It 
puts America no further ahead in the space race. Religion should not 
be a factor in these matters. 

"If Scientology can make smarter scientists I don’t think we should 
forego this national victory just because of some point of religious dif¬ 
ference. If we can make better pilots and astronauts without injuring 
their faith, I don't see why we can't forego the idea that Man is an an¬ 
imal for a bit. The matter should not rise to the heights of religious 
persecution. Religious bigotry has no place in national victory. Un- • 
less we do something to give America an edge over her enemies she 
will continue to be bled white by the tax collectors to support some 
stupid and costly science. If by making smarter scientists (and we 
have many cases that say we can) we can save America money and 
give her victory. Religious persecution should not be used to keep 
us from doing it, 

"However, Tf President Kennedy did grant me an audience to 
discuss this matter that is so embarassing to the government at home 
and abroad, I would have to have some guarantee of safety of person. 

"As all of my books have been seized for burning, it looks as 
though I will have to get busy and write another book. "

Those whom I have met in Scientology have been unquestionably 
sincere and capable in their vrork. There is no slightest 
question in my mind as to the legitimate status of Scientology 
as a religion. It deals with the search for truth in the 
relationships of body, mind, spirit and the infinite. It is 
based on scientific observation and experimentation rather than 
on revelation, but is no less a true religion because of that. 
It objects to no other religion, nor, wlien fully evaluated, 
is it offensive to any other religion, be it Jewish, Christian, 
Bhuddist, iviohammedan or other. 

There is unquestionably both wheat and chaff in Scientology, 
as there is in every other religion. However, our Constitution 
guarantees free'dom for us each to seek truth in our ovm way, 
Scientology is doing that in its way and must have that freedom 
to proceed to separate the v;heat from the chaff, I am convinced 
that there is wheat which can be the means of spiritual growth 
for many and may evolve to be one of the great religions of the 
world, 

Your immediate action is again requested to uphold the first 
amendment by seeing that the Founding Church of Scientology

Stories In this week’s flow 
of daily news focused upon 
our activities in Washing¬ 
ton, D.C., and In Hawaii. 

The story out of Washing- 
jtpn said we are a secretive 
Jot.

Just between the 100,000 
or so of us, Scientology has 
been going about the things 
it goes about for more than 
a dozen years in Hawaii. If 
you haven’t heard of us, 
blame it on our alleged se¬ 
crecy which extends this 
far: scientology is listed in^ 
the yellow pages of your 
phone directory — because 
we don’t like to put any¬ 
thing in black and white. 

CONFUSION ' 

Back in the 1950’s, when , 
we first got going in Hawaii, 
a lot of people confused sci¬ 
entology with psycho-ceram- 
les. That’s Latin for crack¬ 
pots. 

Today, however, we have 
graduated from crackpot to 
menace, and hence the U.S. 
Food and Drug Administra¬ 
tion's raid on our Washing¬ 
ton headquarters. Our 
crime: claiming to cure UI- 
nesses, (quote) ranging from 
radiation burns to cancer 
(unquote). 

Since this presumably in¬ 
cludes the common cold, we 
are, no doubt, a menace to 
the future of television ad- 


enthusiastic. And congenital 
soreheads became likable 
humans. 

MEMORY FOG 

What it can do for mem¬ 
ory is a little short of amaz¬ 
ing. (Oh that? Well, you 
should have seen me before.) • 

Your next question: How 
does it work? 

Partially these results are 
achieved by study: mostly, 
however, through therapy. 

The study of certain prin¬ 
ciples of communication, the 
anatomy of problems and 
the nature of our survival 
urge, as approached in scien¬ 
tology, can help a person 
stay out of the traps which 
tangle up our thinking 
processes. 

And the therapy, called 
"auditing” in scientology, 
helps pull you out of the 
traps you have already fall¬ 
en into. 

This . "auditing” can be 
done as group therapy, but 
faster, on an individual 
basis. The flr.w of Dianetics 
was the concept that Just 
anybody could be an audi¬ 
tor. 

In scientology today we 
knowi that the precise tech¬ 
niques require exhaustive 
training. 

In an auditing session, 
you sit, In a comfortable 
chair and hbld two elec¬ 
trodes in your hand. These 
electrodes are attached by 
wires to a device called an 
E-meter. 

The E-m e t e r registers 
whenever you have an emo¬ 
tional reaction. A trained 
auditor can interpret what 
kind of reaction. 

By watching your re- 


they will evoke. The audi¬ 
tor. with his E-meter, can 
pick out just which set will , 
benefit you most at the par¬ 
ticular moment. 

Then, when the E-meter 
indicates that the questions 
have stopped producing re--- 
suits, another set of ques-, 
tions is substituted—again, . 
selected with the help of 
the meter. It’s sort of like 
a sculptor working: a specif¬ 
ic tool for a specific prob-.! 
lem. 

WHAT HAPPENS 

What happens when these . 
tools are used? 

Well, just for fun, sit 
down and write out the an¬ 
swers to the two questions 
about "blame.” Do it, say: 
five times each. (I’ll wait for 
you.) 

Did you suddenly recall 
when your kindergarten 
teacher blamed you for 
something? Or your boss?. 
Or your wife? 

Did these discoveries re¬ 
vive some old emotions, and 
did you sort of re-experi¬ 
ence them? 

Well, to oversimplify mat¬ 
ters, this is a sneak preview 
of what might happen in an^ 
auditing session. 

In actual auditing the 
process would be continued ‘ 
until the meter indicated- 
that the old emotion—which 
has been hanging around' 
and cluttering up your emo-, 
tional stability and thinking 
processes all these years — 
had disappeared. 

After that you would feel 
forever a little less uncom¬ 
fortable about being 
"blamed for” things. 

What’s more, you would

A brief note on our his¬ 
tory in Hawaii: We began 
shortly after publication of 
the book “Dianetics,” by L. 
Ron Hubbard. This was the 
first of several doben books 
based on a radically new ap¬ 
proach to mental health. 

The fact that it became a 
best seller may testify to 
the number in America who 
are at least on the fringes 
of sharing our condition. ' 

OAHU BRANCH 

Today there is a profes¬ 
sional Scientology center in 
Honolulu staffed fully with 
trained personnel. I’ll not 
speak for them, however. 
They’re communication ex¬ 
perts and can speak for 
themselves. 

But speaking for myself, 
let me answer some ques¬ 
tions I'd like to put in your 
mouths: First, what is Scien¬ 
tology? 

According to Hubbard, it 
Is “that branch of psycholo¬ 
gy which treats of human 
ability.” 

According to Richeson, 
however, it is ‘‘the successor 
to psychology,” or “psychol¬ 
ogy with muscles.” 

Or better yet, “psychology 
that works.” 

(I didn’t claim to be un¬ 
prejudiced. did I?) 

In my three years in Ha¬ 
waii’s Scientology, I have 
seen some amazing things 
happen: Disorganized people 
became organized and effi¬ 
cient in their work. Hus¬ 
bands and wives pulled their 
marriages from the brink 
and became lovers again. 

Apathetic people became 


tional reaction. A trained 
auditor can interpret what 
kind of reaction. 

By watching your re¬ 
sponse to certain carefully- 
prepared sets of questions, 
the auditor can tell whether: 
they are the “right” ques¬ 
tions. This prevents wasting 
time on random meander¬ 
ing and wild goose chases. 

TO THE POINT 

If you are embroiled in a 
problem concerning your 
wife’s wild spending, the au¬ 
ditor will not spend your 
time, asking you whether;, 
you were bottle-fed as a 
baby. 

The E-meter keeps him on 
target. 

Suppose you’re tense but 
you can’t put your finger on 
just what you are tense 
about The auditor might 
ask you a series of questions, 
such as “What might (just 
might, mind you) be a prob¬ 
lem?” or “What might be a 
problem to a person?” 

These two questions 
would be asked alternately 
until the E-meter indicated 
that they were no longer 
evoking an emotional re¬ 
sponse. Long before this, 
however, you would prob-. 
ably have discovered many 
,of the things which had 
been making you tense. 

(These are not precise 
Scientology questions, just 
a columnist’s example of 
typical auditing questions.) 

Another set of questions, 
aimed at another type of 
problem, might run like 
this: “Who blamed you for 
some thing?” Alternated 
with: “For what have you 
been blamed?” 

. There are dozens o! such 
sets of questions, all of 
which have been researched 
to determine what response

Mr. Powers was phoned in response to his request to Mr. Cain of January 10. 

He stated that Congressman Contd had received a letter from a Miss Ann Horner 
which complained of a raid on January 4 by the Food and Drug Administration 
to seize E-Meters and accompanying literature. She asserted that some of 
the literature seized did not pertain to the E-Meter. This was of particular 
interest to Mr. Powers. 


Mr. Powers was given a brief account of the history of "scientology" and 
use of the E-Meters, including the organization and utilization of the 
church structure by the outfit, and he was advised that the seizure action 
was the initiation of a court contest, not determination of it. I told him 
that our charges concerned only the meter and its labeling. I noted that 
any controversy as to whether or not a given piece of literature constituted 
labeling was a matter for trial of the issues. Mr. Powers indicated he 
felt he had sufficient information to reply to the letter suitably.

Mrs. Tereshenko called to state that she had read the news accounts of 
the seizure of the E-Meters at the Hubbard Distribution Center, and had 
almost concurrently with the newe articles received a letter from her 
sister-in-law

The sister-in-law, Peggy Tereshenko, has a long history of illness, in¬ 
cluding a complete hysterectomy. She is now going through the menopause 
but cannot be Treated with drugs for the menopause because of the existence 
of breast lumps v/hich allegedly may become cancerous if drug treatment 
is given. Peggy's mother died of cancer of the breast, it was said. 

Peggy has now given up all medical attention for the services of a 
Scientology auditor, who has given her some seventy-five hours of pro¬ 
cessing. In the letter she reported that the auditor had left and would 
\ bi^ back in the Spring, when he would complete the "clearing" process, 

to eliminate the remaining "occluded areas." She stated that the "clearing 
is to improve the general abilities, capabilities and personality of the 
indi i/idual, and that the recovery of good health is only an^ "incidental" 
bonu.s to the marvelous improvements achievable with scientology. She alleges 
that one of the astronauts was giv£n sci ent ological processing before 
his flight. Her sorf^^^tates, has had for'E^Fiox^s "oT "processing" and she 
is ro^anding up a group of acquaintances to begin treatment mth the auditor 
upon his return to the area. 

Mrs. Tereshenko inquired what she should do in the interest of her sister- 
in-law. She was told that while we could not give advice concerning 
"scientology" per se, we do feel that the abandonment of proper medical'^ 
attention for a person in the condition described vjas a very serious X. 
matter and that it would be v;orthwhile to encourage the resumption of / \ 
medical supervision of her condition. The nature of our charges was ejc- 
plained to Mrs. Tereshenko and she was promised that if the Food and Drug 
Administration issued a statement concerning scientology, a copy would 
be mailed to her. 
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Mrs. Tereshenko asked that we do not reveal that she had supplied this in¬ 
formation about her sister-in-law, and suggested that if the sister-in-law 
were visited, the inspector could perhaps indicate that the sister-in-law's 
name had been encountered in the files of the Scientology organization 
in connection with the seizure. We promised that we would keep the source 
of our information confidential in the event we visited her sister-in-law.

On the morning of November 1, 1 determined from Inspector Bverllne.bf 
^Itlinore District that Anton James was apparently an official in"'The 
Distribution Center and that it was likely that the Customs Offlce’Here 
in Washington had been in touch with him concerning the B^Meters beil^^ f; 
imported at this time. 1 also learned from Mr. Sooy of Baltimore District^ 
that detention notice charging 502(f)(1) on the current entries of.B'Meters' 
was issuing and that there had been some discussion with Mr. Shapiro-6f 
Washington, D.C. (the import brokef) on these entries. 

I- then placed a call to Mr. James, at about 9:40 a.m. and was told that 
he would'call back, which he did, about 10:20 a.m. Mr. James was advised 
that we understood he had called the Secretary's office and that we'wcmld' --- 
try to be of any assistance'we could in connection with his inquiry. ' 
indicated that he was concerned with the demand by Customs that 15 B- 
Meters which had been d elivere d pen din^^ release of the entry, be retu rned 
to Oustoms' custody. He''indicated that he had shipped these Meters to 
pillULiLlU'Uei'9 uit Scientology; in various parts of the country, including 
one at a Fleet Post Office address; that these practitioners had already 
paid for the devices'and he' felt he would have some difficulty in recalling 
them. He e^lalned that he felt sure this was some minor technicality 
which could be straightened out in short order and he felt the necessity 
for recalling.the devices for return to Customs' custody was not signi¬ 
ficant. 
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itejrafl that the details o£ the matter of import detention 

should be handled with the Baltimore District office of the Pood and 

w*“*/i^** officials through his customs 

^ further Informed that the detention had issued concerning 
the devices and that the matter of their recall and redeliver to OustomT 

charges in the detention were explained 
It was advised that he would have the opportunity for a hearing 

at the Baltimore District office with the District Director to sec forth^ 
a^ views he might have.. However, he talked at great length concerning 
the arguments which would be presented to Baltimore. He indicated ttot 
at least five shipments had been imported without any trouble and that 
on May 27, 1960, there had been consideration given to this matter by 
meaM of a detention notice issued at Chicago District signed by 

Assistant District Director, May 27, 1960, describing rr 
a galvan^ter and charging that it was misbranded under 
502(f)(1). ^ then recited that the firm had addressed to the Chicago -- 

District, a letter indicating that the article was a religious symbol 
and was used in the practice of religion and the detention was released 
as being an article not under the jurisdiction of the Pood. Drug, and ; V^^ 

CosMtlc Act. This device was addressed and released to Warren Davis C ^ 
at Inland, Indiana. r'.

He argued chat people making use of the device are trained as scientologyV 
awitors and chat the device does nothing but measure "nervous tehsloh ^ 
^ntal tension," "stress on a person"; that the machine is used while’ 
the trained auditor talks to the individual, and the dial on the machine 
l^icates the density changes of the body as a measure of stress or tension. 
He indicates that this has nothing to do with therapy but that Che language 
of the Auditor In addressing himsdf to the subject is addressed to the 
spirit and results in effects of the spirit on the body, which effects are 
substantially bOTeflclal. as for example, in his own case, where he had an 
I.q. of 100 or less on entering college, an I.Q. of 109 upon completion of 
college, still later an I.Q. of 123 and now his I.Q. has progressed with 
Scientology techniques to the level of 165; that his own personal life is 
much bebter and he is doing now what he wants to do. He reported his 
training was at St. Louis Teachers College and Washington University in 
St. Louis, after which he received training In Scientology. 

He described the various situations with the Customs authorities in which 
the article was first given the description of sn "electronic device - 
dlapostic.' which description. Customs refMed to accept and replaced it 
with electronic device - scientific and laboratory instruments - other " 
since this classification produced a higher duty on the articles. * 
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Re was advised that the Food and Drug Administration had reviewed a 
substantial amount of the literature of the organisation and it was 
our T^tw^that the article, independent of the religious aspects of 
the organization, was represented as a diagnostic and therapeutic 
device subject to the Act and was required to bear adequate directions 
for use. Further discussion followed along this course by Mr. James 
on the theories, philosophies and practices of the organization, which 
essentially wouUd up with a quotation of the policy statement of the 
Hubbard Comnunicatlon Office in Sogland to the effect that the member*> 
ship should do nothing but practice religion and furthermore went 
ahead to state that "all religion seeks truth *** sin is lies and hidden 
truth *** the E-Meter discloses the truth to the.individual *** religious 
confession fails when not guided by the E-Meter ***." It developed on. 
questioning, that this policy statement was issued.by the Hubbard 
Comoidni cat ions Office in England, October 29, 1962, subsequent to'.the 
factory inspection of the Washington, Los Angeles, and New TorW-branches-' 
of the organization about October 10 to 19 and subsequent to the detention 
and re-exportation of one of the E-Meters at Dallas, Texas. 

This telephone conversation ended with Hr. James being told that any 
information he chose to present A6 the hearing.on the deftention in ' 

Baltimore would be given full consideration before'a final decision-was '' 
made as to the applicability of the law to the import in question and its'-' 
compliance with the law. He was also told that 1 could not substitute 
for the Hearing Officer in Baltimore and that I did not know whether it 
would be possible for the Hearing Officer to hear the matter in Washington 
as was requested and that such a request should be addressed to him.

offices, their use, and what claims the organization makes for the. 
meter. 

5. The methods used by the organization in training or treating people 
by use of th^rinciple of Dianetics. 

HISTORY OF BUSINESS 


On 4/8/58 an inspection was made of the Distribution Center, Inc., at 
w^ich time that firm was found to be promoting a product called "Dianezene". 
Seizure was made of these tablets on 5/8/58. 

Over the years, since this organization came into being, there have been 
several complaints about its activities. The Morals Division, D. C. Police 
Department, under Captain Jefferson, has spent about five years tracing down 
complaints, including a suicide. 

There are several corporations involved in tKs pseudo-religious organiza¬ 
tion. The basic corporation involved is the _Founding Church of Scientology, 
Inc., which was incorporated in Washington, D. C. in 1955. The officers of 
this firm are: 

L. Ron Hubbard President 

Mary Sue Hubbard Vice president 

Marilyn Routsong Treasurer 

All of the above officers are active in the church. Although all are 
officers, none were present during the inspection. Reportedly all were in 
England, for one reason or another. These same three individuals also operate 
as the Board of Directors, with L. Ron Hubbard listed as Executive Director. 
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The pastor of the Founding Church of Scientology, in Washington, D. C. 
is listed as being L. Ron Hubbard. L. John B. Fudge is assistant pastor, as 
well as being the Organieational Secretary of the Church. Eleanore Turner, 
wife of Bonnie B. Turner, is listed as a minister of the church. Joseph 
Bellotte is another minister, who reportedly conducts the majority of the 
services held at the church. Only one service per week is held, and that 
is on Sunday evening at 7:30 p.m. Reportedly most of the staff of the 
various organizations are also ministers. The total number being somewhere 
between thirty and fifty persons. 

There are three departments associated or affiliated with the church. These 
are: The Academy of Scientology. The Hubbard Guidance Center .and the Personal 
Efficiency Foundation . Reportedly this last organization is not functioning 
at the present time. 

The purpose of two of these departments, as obtained from the bulletin 
board located in the hallway of the church is as follows: 

The Academy of Scientology: "to train the best auditors in the world" 

The Hubbard Guidance Center: "to do more for people's health and ability 

than has ever before been possible and to 
give the best auditing possible. To help 
people.“ 

The individuals in charge of operating these two departments were: 
for the Academy, Harris Richardson Angell, Director of Special Training;and 
and for the Guidance Center, Mrs. Jean Reeves, Director of Processing. 

The academy occupies, with offices and classrooms, the two buildings 
at 1810-12 19th Street, N. W,, while the Hubbard Guidance Center occupies 
the building at 1907 S Street, N. W. The Founding Church also has offices,and 
a room used for services, in the two buildings at 1810-1812 19th St,.. 

The Hubbard Communication Office is located at 1817 19tn Street, opposite 
the church and academy buildings. This organization is not incorporated. 

Eleanore Turner is reportedly Regional SgCretary and head of this office. The 
purpose of this office, as obtained from Bonnie B. Turner is, "it's an office 
to handle communication lines between Dr. Hubbard and the rest of the organization." 
These lines of communication were defined as books, tapes of lectures and other 
printed matter authored by Hubbard. It also distributes a"small quantity" of 
E-Meters. Attached to this office is Mrs. Betty James, area secretary for 
Washington, D. C. 

This office obtains its commudcation material from the parent office, known 
as the Hubbard Communication Office, World Wide(HCOWW) . This office is located 
in England. 

The Distribution Center Inc, is a Maryland corporation, affiliated with 
the Hubbard Communication Office. Its function is to disseminate books, tapes 
of lectures by Hubbsrd and other printedto members of the various organiza¬ 
tions^ and to the public. It is also responsible for distribution of the Hubbard 
E-Meter. Bonnie B. Turner could not remember exactly who are the officers pi" 
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of this corporation. However, he did recall that he was vicg^reaident and 
thought that Mary Sue Hubbard was treasurer. An examination of the organization 
bulletin board showed that Marilyn Routsong was "Secretary of the Board". 


..,,,Thi8 organization is located in the basement of 1812 19th Street,N.W. 

Mr. Gilbert Neihus is the individual who actually handles all of the distribution 
of the material. 


According to Mr. Turner, the only other organization is the Hubbard 
Association of Scientologist International. This is a WashingtonDv C. corpora¬ 
tion. It is reportedly the oldest of the corporations and has the following 
officers: 


L. Ron Hubbard 
Mary Sue Hubbard 

Herbert Farkhouse Treasurer. 

This corporation is a membership organization. It provides a monthly 
magazine called "Ability" in the United States, "Certainty" in England, and 
various other names, depending on the area. HASI(a8 it is called in Scientology) 
collects dues of $15.00 a year from approximately 2,000 members. It also 
collects dues of $1.00 a year from an undetermined number of lesser members. 

The difference in membership is the amount of service received by the me^er. 

HASI reportedly has membership organizations in England, France, New Zealand, 
Australia, and South Africa. 

PERSONS INTERVIEWED 


During this inspection, the following persons were interviewed at one 
time or another: 

St eve Hacker : We were referred to this individual by the receptionist. 
Mr. Hacker said he was a staff member of the Founding Church. When 
informed that we wished to issue the Notice of Inspection to the 
Distribution Center, he made a phone call and then said he would show 
us the proper office. On our way, he was informed that they wanted 
us to be taken to the main office. We were then introduced to: 


Dr. L. John B. Fudge: Dr. Fudge stated that he is the Organization 

Secretary for the Founding Church, and is also the Assistant Pastor. 
He was a lso informed that we were primarily interested in making 
an inspection of The g fstributl^ Center. Dr. Fud^(r'then turned

Area Secretary of HCO. ;She took us across the street 
Very little conversation was exchanged with this 


person, except for comments on the weather and locations of the various 
offices. 


Mr. Bonnie B. Turner ; At first he said he was in charge of HCO in the 
absence of his wife ' and had no title. He said the Distribution 
Center was affiliated with HCO and any Notice of Inspection should 
be issued to him as the person in charge. Accordingly, Notices of 
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Inspection were issued to The Distribution Center and the Hubbard Coimnunlcations 
Office. The Inspectors' credentials were shown to all of the above Individuals, 
except Mrs. James. 

- Dr. Harris Richardson Angell; Special Director of Training, I '' i 
Dr. Angell provided a demonstration of the E-Meter on 10/18/62, and 
also conducted the tour of the various buildings at the end of the 
inspection. 

Mr. Gilbert Neihus; This individual is the shipping clerk and was in¬ 
terviewed only in connection with the collection of literature. 

INDIVIDUAL RESPONSIBILITY 

Mr. L. Ron Hubbard is the founder, director, and main force behind all 
of the organizations connected with the Founding Church. He is the Executive 
Director and President of the Board of Directors, the Pastor of the D. C. Church, 
and an officer in most of the organizations. In addition, he is the orglrator 
of the theory of Dlanetics, and the author of most of the literatxire used by' 
the organizations. Mr. L. Ron Hubbard is thus the person primarily responsible 
for all the organizations. He is also the Inventor of the E-Meter. ■ ^ 

Dr. L. John B. Fudge , Organization Secretary^directs the day to <tiy .. 
operations of the D. C. organizations, since Mr. Hubbard spends most of his-time 
in England^ Dr. Fudge is the highest ranking individual in Washington, D.C.jA^t^ 
His exact duties are not clear. He is the Assistant Pastor of the D. C. Church 
and was referred to as the individual who draws the highest percentage of 
profits because he bears the most responsibility. However, Dr. Fudge was noted 
several time to yield to Dr. Angelli., 

Dr. Harris R. Angell , Special Director of Training at the Academy, is 
responsible for training of auditors. Dr, Angell appeared to have a great 
deal of influence and when he was present he did most of the talking. He 
may be a special representative over from England to keep tabs on the other 
staff members. 

Mr. Bonnie B. Turner is a vice president of the Distribution Center, and 
in charge of the HCO. As such he is a high ranking official and responsible for 
the organizations of which he has charge. Mr. Turner is also the signatory 
for the bank accounts of HCO and the Distribution Center. He is co-signatory, 
along with Dr. Fudge, of the bank accounts of the Founding Church and its depart¬ 
ments. 

FINANCIAL STATUS 


There are three basic organizations taking in money. These are: The 
Distribution Center, HASI, and The Founding Church. The Distribution Center 
collects money for books, tapes, E-Meters, and back issues or reprints of 
pamphlets such as "Ability". Mr. Turner stated that under $25,000 is taken 
in per year by DCI. This money goes into a bank account at either the Riggs 
i ^ ^1,

Bank or the National Bank, located at Dupont Circle, N.W.- all of the organiza¬ 
tions have their accounts at one or the other of these two banks. The money 
taken in by DCI goes to pay for printing costs, blank tapes, new E-Meters, postage, 
normal upkeep, and payroll. In addition, a 10% royality is payed to L. Ron Hubbard 
on ail'books sold which were written by him. All of Mr. Hubbard's books, with 
the exception of one science fiction work, can be obtained only through DCI. 

HASI takes in $15.00 yearly dues from approximately 2,000 members and 
$1.00 yearly dues from other members. This money is actually collected by 
HCO, and is put into a bank account for HASI. This amounts to less than $35,000 
a year. This money goes to pay for printing and mailing costs for Ability 
magazine. 

The Founding Church of Scientology takes in money directly through its 
services, and through its departments. The Academy receives money for the 
courses it gives. Reportedly, it receives $32.50 for each section of the 
Auditor's course, the full course being 4 sections. At the present time there 
are approximately 100 students in various phases of training in the Academy. 

The Hubbard Guidance Center receives money for its "services". The amount re¬ 
ceived for these "services" was not revealed by Mr. Turner. This money la 
banked also in the two banks mentioned in the above paragraphs. Out of these 
funds the church pays operating expenses. Periodic payments are made to HCOWW 
for "administration". This administration was described to Include mimeographed 
material and professional auditor's bulletins received from HCOWW. Total pay¬ 
ments made to HCOWW were said to amount to $12,000 to $15,000 per year. 

Payrolls for staff members of the Founding Church, and all its depart¬ 
ments, as well as the Hubbard Communication OfficOjare paid from funds accrued 
by the Founding Church of Scientology.. The DCI is the only organization which 
pays from funds separated from those of the church. Therefore, the only in¬ 
dividual theoretically receiving funds from DCI is the stock clerk Gilbert 
Neihus. 


The amount of money paid to any individual by the church is dependent on 
the amount of funds accumulated in any given pay period. These funds necessarily 
will vary, according to Turner, on the amount of "services given" by the various 
departments and organizations. Operating expenses are deducted from the gross 
receipts prior to declaring Che net amount available for salaries. 

Mr. Turner stated that the amount of money given to an individual is 
a certain percentage of the net receipts. Reportedly, L. John B. Fudge, 
assistant-pastor of the Founding Church of Scientology, receives the highest 
percentage of the net receipts of any individual in the Washington organiza¬ 
tions. This was reported to be 4%. 

At present Hubbard is not receiving any funds from the church while in 
England. He does, however, receive reimbursement, for services rendered while 
in Washington. He does receive funds from the church periodically. These funds 
are reportedly repayments of loans extended from private funds, by Hubbard, 
to the church. No pattern of repayment or set amount is payed. All payments 
are made by check. 
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METHCDOF OPERATION 


According to Mr. Turner people first become interested in Dianetics and 
Scientology by either reading a book or by hearing about it from friends. Fol¬ 
lowing- this initial contact the interested party then either obtains more books 
on the subject from the DCI, or takes an extension course. Study material for 
the course is provided by the extension course department of the .Academy of 
Scientology. Following these stages of interest the person usually enrolls at 
the Washington Academy in the Hubbard Certified Auditors course. The time re¬ 
quired for completion of this course can be anywhere from four months to two 
years. The time required for completion is dependent on the ability of the 
individual involved. There is also available a second course, less stringent 
in requirements, which a person could take. This is known as the Hubbard 
Practical Scientologist Course. 

Following completion of the Certified Auditor's Course the person may take 
further study, under the supervision of L. Ron Hubbard, at the Saint Hill Academy, 
leading to an advanced Auditor's certificate. This academy Is located in Sussex, 
England. ' 

A person, upon completing the Certified Auditor's; Course, may take ad¬ 
vanced courses, other than those mentioned in the above paragraph, for the pur¬ 
pose of being ordained a minister in the Founding Church of Scientology*-.^ The 
new minister is considered ordained when he passes certain required tests. There 
is no ceremony connected with the ordaining. 

A certified auditor applies the methods of Scientology. He is supposed 
to keep in touch with the Academy from which he graduated. According to Mr. 
Turner, staff members at the Academy can tell how an auditor in the field is 
doing from his letters. 

The auditors in the field help others (the public) by processing them, 
and giving basic courses such as the Personal Efficiency course. An auditor 
must use an E-Meter in processing people. It is used as a "valuable tool" in : 
their work. An auditor may also apply for a franchise for any given area. This 
application goes to St. Hill, England, from where the franchise is issued. Mr. 
Turner said that advanced auditors could get a franchise much easier than audi- 
tos who had taken only the basic course. He then said that Class I Auditors 
(basic) could get a franchise merely by requesting it. One copy of the franchise 
is kept on file in the nearest Academy, one copy is on file at St. Hill, and one 
copy is retained by the auditor. 

One of the franchise copies on file in the Washington office was shown 
to the Inspectors. The auditor. Dale Allen Kathary, 122 Homs Hill Road, 

Newark, Ohio, agrees to six conditions. The sixth condition is as follows; 

"**to remit 107. of all income received from use of Scientology and/or Dianetics 
to area HCO for use in research". 

Several auditors may band together under one franchise, and they may 
set up a church and conduct services. According to Mr. Turner, most auditors 
condu± services, although some are spiritual only.

PROCESSING 


A person may be processed at any time. For example, an auditor in the 
field gives the personal efficiency course. The person taking tHs course may 
be processed before, after, or during the course. He does not even have to 
be processed. Mr. Turner, although he is a high ranking official, is not a 
certified auditor, and has not been cleared. 

A person may enter the Hubbard Guidance Center solely for the purpose 
of being processed. He does not have to become a member of the church, nor 
does he have to show any interest in the church or its teachings. According to 
both Dr. Fudge and Dr. Angell, they are not trying to get converts for their 
church. They are just as happy if a person returns to his own religion. A 
person can also become a member of their church and remain a member of any other 
church. Their main purpose is to "help a person be a better Individual in his 
own environment, providing he is not a communist or a criminal". 

DIANEZENE 

No evidence was found that any of these organizations are promoting or 
selling Dianezene. 

HUBBARD E-METER 

This device is at present being manufactured in England by Instrumentations 
39 MacKinzie Road, Beckenham, England, Kent. The model in current production 
is the Mark IV. According to Mr. Turner, the English models also include the 
Mark I, II, and III. As near as could be determined, the only difference between 
the various English models is in the wiring, the Mark IV reported to be all 
Transitorized. 

Mr. Turner stated that when the instructions were Issued by Mr. Hubbard 
to discard the American models, the ones in the Washington, D. C. offices were 
removed from use and are presently stored in the basement of one of the buildings 
In all, there are about 50 of these old models. Mr. Turner also has one of the 
American made blue models in his office at 1817 19th St. 

The Washington, D. C. organizations are currently using the Mark III and 
IV meters. According to Mr. Turner, the .Distribution Center, at present, ha^s 
approximately 12 Mark IV meters for sale. Meters are also in use in The Guidance 
Center and The Academy. There is at least one meter in each office. In all, it 
is estimated that there are 40 of the English models in the various rooms at 
1810, 1812, and 1817 19th St., N.W. and 1910 S St., N.W. 

At the present time the E-Meters are being imported through the port of 
New York to Washington National Airport via Air Freight. The importer of 
record is said to be Mr. Samuel Shapiro, 1209 31st St., N.H. Mr. Turner said the 
meters could also be improted through Friendship Airport, Baltimore, Md., or 
through the port of Baltimore by ship. He has never seen any meters come in 
by way of these last two entry poiits.

The E-meter was described as a "valuable tool" used by an auditor in 
processing. The auditor sets up the E-Meter on a table between himself and 
the "preclear"(patient), The lid of the meter is used to hold the device at 
a 45® angle so the preclear cannot see the dial. The auditor then asks the 
precl^ar. questions, and the mental response is supposedly measured on the meter 
dial. If the preclear's answer indicates he is not telling the whole truth, 
the auditor must then ask for the reason, or the true answer, until he "clears" 
that question. In this manner the auditor questions the preclear for as long as 
it is deemed necessary. The goal is to completely "clear" the person being 
processed. 

According to the booklet "E-Meter Essentials 1961” Exhibit #27), "There 
is no known way to clear a person without an E-Meter,". The method employed 
in clearing a person is called "processing". References are made in various 
pieces of literature to "Dianetic Processing"(Exhibit #3) and "Scientology 
Processing" (Exhibit #10). Reference is also made in Exhibit #10 to the effect 
that Dianetics is a part of Scientology. In the first 100 pages of the book ! .. 
"Dianetics, The Modern Science of Mental Health" (Exhibit #1) there are re- ' 
ferences to most of the ills known to man, and statements that thesellls can be 
removed by Dianetics, ' ' 

' - • ' . 

Reversing this line of thought, claims are made in various pieces,tof;- r 
literature (notably Exhibits,#! 6e #3) that Dianetics and Sc lento logy^-cari'remove 
most of the illnesses of mankind. In order to have these illnesses removedv'a 
person must undergo various exercises called "Dianetic Processing'^ or."Sclentology 
Processing". By being processed, a preclear works toward becoming clear, and • 
"there is no known way to clear a person without an E-Meter". 

Thus, the E-Meter plays an essential part in the operations of these . 
organizations. 

On the morning of 10/18/62, shortly after Inspector Karpers and I arrived 
at 1817 19th St., we: were told that a demonstration of the E-Meter had been 
arranged if we would care to see it. After indicating that we would, we were 
introduced to Dr. Harris R. Angell, Special Director of Training, The Academy 
of Scientology. Dr. Angell set up a Mark IV meter and Inspector Karpers took 
the tin cans, which are used for contacts, in his hands. During this demon¬ 
stration I observed the movements of the needle. The first question Dr. Angell 
asked Inspector Karpers was "Have you come here with the express purpose of, 
injuring Scientology"? The needle took a very decisive jump. Dr. Angell^^that 
the only movement of the needle that was important was that movement made ^ the 
exact end of the last word of the question or statement . .. by the Auditor. 

He also asked that he be allowed to "clean up the meter" on any questions that 
gave a reading. We did not make any commitment. Inspector Karper's reply to 
the first question was that we had come to learn as much as we could about the 
organizations. Dr. Angell then repeated the question and, according to him, 
got no needle response. The needle appeared to me to have made the same movement 
as before, although a little less violent. The next question was "Have you come 
here with any purpose other than what you say"? He also got a reading on this 
question and asked Inspector Karpers what our reason was. Inspector Karpers 
replied that we wanted to learn about the E-meter. The question was repeated 
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and, according to Dr. Angell, the needle read clear. He then asked Inspector 
Karpers to think of his mother, father, and brother. All of these questions 
were "clear". The needle moved evenly in one direction on all of these questions. 
Dr. Angell then asked "Have you thought, said,or done anything since coming 
here»--that I don't know"? This also brought a response. Inspector Karpers said 
he did not understand the question and it was repeated. Dr. Angell then said he 
would have to lead Inspector Karpers and told him to think. The needle 
moved slowly to the right and then would take a short jump. When^the needle 
jumped. Dr. Angell would ask what he was thinking then. After doing this 
several times. Inspector Karpers said he was wondering if the fireplace was 
made of marble. The complete question was then repeated and, according 
to Dr. Angell, read clear. 

Throughout this demonstration, although I watched the needle carefully, 

I could not detect any special movement at the precise end of a question. 

REFERENCES TO ILLNESSES 

of ;. ;,v 

After the demonstration. Dr. John Fudge appeared and a discussion/the 
E-Meter and Scientology in general followed. Dr. Angell stated that persons. ’ - 
entering the Guidance Center for processing are carefully screened.. Those ' 
who have physical ills are refused and told to see a doctor. He-was askedyif 
they could detect psychosomatic illness, or if these people were^allowedr 
enter the HGC. It was pointed out that one coid not always tell if a peMo^' 
was affected with paranoia. Dr. Angell said Scientology processing has eiimlnated 
psychosomatic problems, but not as a direct result. He said they do not try 
to treat the condition, but the condition could disappear as a result of the 
processing. 

Dr. Angell was asked if they had ever treated an amnesia victin. He 
said no, but he would like to try. He said they use the B-Meter to pick up 
those things in the memory which an individual hides or will not admit. 

EXHIBITS & SAMPLES COLLECTED 


Samples INV4-092V (literature, 75'Exha;.) and DCX} 4-093V(E-Meter) were 
collected at this time. Seememo to accompany C/R INV4-092V, attached, for 
details of literature collected. 

DISCUSSIONS 


Dr. Fudge stated that they believe in God as a supreme being, and base 
their beliefs on a statement from the Bible that "The Kingdom of God is within 
you". They have a creed (copy obtained) and hold open services in their church. 
He said they are interested in helping people, not in getting converts to their 
religion. A person may enter the Guidance Center without showing any interest 
in the Founding Church. Key can be processed without becoming members or 
believers in the church. In short, even though the HGC is a department of the 
Founding Church, a person may enter the HGC with no interest in the church it- 
•self. 
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This Inspection was begun at 10:00 AM on 10/17/62. The inspectors were 
first intorduced to Mr. Steve Hacker, then to Dr. John Fudge, Betty James, and 
.finally to Mr. Bonnie Turner. The Notices of Inspection were issued at 
10:20 AH. With the exception of time spent for lunch and about 15 minutes that 
we spent.with Hr. Gilbert Neihus, we spent the rest of the day with Mr. Turner. 

The interview was conducted in an atmosphere of friendliness, and Mr. Turner 
was most cooperative. The only question that he obviously avoided was one 
concerning the cost of treatment in the Guidance Center. The inspectors bent 
over backwards to be polite, and even supplied Mr. Turner with about one/half pack 
of cigarettes when he ran out of his own. Questions were directed politely and 
Mr. Turner was given every opportunity(andi as much time as needed) to answer. 


On 10/18/62, discussions were held with Mr. Turner, Dr. Angell, and 
Dr. Fudge. The second day of the inspection was begun at 10:50 AM and ter¬ 
minated at 1:00 Rl. From 10:50 to 12:15 we interviewed the above three indi¬ 
viduals, and from 12:15 to 1:00 PM we were taken on a tour of the various 
buildings. 

Conversations were again cordial. The request to make a tour>o£ the 
biildings was prefaced with "If it would not disrupt or ittcnveni.emte you**"^'^ ' 

We did request to see the various types of rooms, but did not insist that we: 
see every room. No harsh words were spoken, and no demands were made. ,; 


INSPECTOR'S CONCLUSIONS 


This inspection was made at the request of DRM, to obtain additional ' 
information on the financial and corporate setup of the various organizations 
associated with The Founding Church of Sclentologh. Information was also 
requested on the E-Meter. 


This firm does accept individuals with psychosomatic illnesses, and 
"processes" or treats them using the Exeter. Claims are made in literature 
that "processing" can eliminate most of the ills of mankind. 


INV4-092V, consisting of one copy of each piece of literature, and 
D0C4-093V of the E-Meter, were collected and given to Mr. Swain, DBM.

through-unorthodox channels. Therefore, my attitude 

toward Scientology has been to test it out and to 

compare their .rate of cure w ith that achieved by 

orthodox methods. I have not been convinced yet that 

the Scientology methods are not superior; The Scientologists^ i 

however, do not'u^e the instrument as a lie detector, 

They use it to determine emotional charge, I am not p 

surprised^however^ if there are others who misuse the

Dear Sir: 

This is a complaint, about a spurious and probably harmful electrical 
device used on humans by the Fou ndinp^ Ch urch of Scien tology, an 
organization which also passes under a number of other”names, 
including Hubbard Guidance Center, or the Scientology Foundation of 
Personal Efficiency. 


The organization is operated by L. Ron Hubbard at 1812 19th St,, N.W., 
Washington, D.C., and also in New York City, Los Angeles and 
Pittsburgh. It is one international organization with headquarters in 
England and branches in Paris, France, in Australia, New Zealand and 
South Africa. 


It is based on the use c£ an electrical device called the E-meter for 
auditing of subjects (humans) who pay 22 dollars an hour for the. chance 
of confessing all to a person who asks questions of the subject while 
electrodes leading to the E-meter are positioned on the subject. As in 
a lie-detector, an electric current is passed through the subject while 
the confession is being made. The procedure is called "clearing”, and 
extends as long as the subject can pay for it. During the clearing, the 
subject experiences hallucinations of reincarnation; this may be a 
neurophysiological effect caused by the introduction of small amounts of 
electrical current into the body over long periods of time. The "auditor”, 
who administers the current and questions the subject, can be anyone 
who has taken some short courses provided by the scientology people, as 
shown in the literature which I am inclosing. 


A person must be.."cleared” before he can become an auditor and is 
subsequently "cleared” periodically from time to time. Such a procedure 
thus permits a pyramidal structure whereby information obtained from 
any subject can go to the top of the organization. A cult using such 
procedures is similar to organized brainwashing. One of its purposes 
is to "control the men that control the atomic bomb". A scientology 
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pamphlet containing this statement and another pamphlet showing that 
Scientology has been used in the first grade of a school without the 
principal’s knowledge has been mailed by me to Representative 
Francis Waiter of the House Committee on Un-American activities. 

My son, Stephen L. Moshier, waa introduced to Scientology last year 
while working for United Research, Inc., 808 Memorial Drive, 

Cambridge 38, Mass. , by the research director of United Research, 

Dr. Dwight Wayne Batteau. At that time, my son was twenty years old. 

He took 25 hours of auditing at 22 dollars an hour. A copy of the bill is 
inclosed. 

When I rebuked Dr. Batteau for advising the boy to take the auditing, he 
stated that he did so because he believed it would benefit Stephen. When 
I asked Dr. Batteau to tell Stephen that it was ail a joke and that there 

was nothing to it. Dr. Batteau stated that he couldn't-for now that 

Stephen had been audited he no longer would believe that there was 
nothing to it. Dr. Batteau said he had constructed an E-meter for 
A,ndrew Bagley of the New York Scientology establishment. My son 
paid Bagley $200 of the auditing bill, and Bagley sent a bill to me for the 
remaining $350. When I refused to pay it, telling him that I was notifying 
police authorities instead, he wrote me the letter which I am enclosing. 
Although it was clearly extortionist, I paid the $350 at my wife's urging. 
The letter, she said, sounded evil; besides, she hoped that Stephen would 
forget all about Scientology if we just dropped the matter and paid the bill. 

However, I tried, without any luck, to get the following New York 
authorities to take action: New York City Police Department and the State 
of New York Office of the Attorney General, the Department of Social 
Welfare and the Departments of Mental Hygiene. 

Andrew Bagley is an ordained minister of the Church of Scientology, and 
as such he appears to be infallible. 

Last May my son received $5000 from an estate upon coming of age. 
Almost immediately he proceeded to spend it on Scientology. He has now 
completed his fourth week of auditing at the Washington scientiology place 
and plans to take courses there for the next three months. He insists he 
is doing it to find out how the E-meter works. He has traced the electrical 
circuit and says that the current output is only about 1/15 of that of the lie- 
detector, and that the curious effect it has on him is something that can't 
be explained by the circuit; He seems to be rational about everything 
else, arid he is very familiar with electronics, having received his 
Amateur Radio Regular license when he was only eleven. 
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While my son may be good at electronics, he knows little if anything about 
neurophysiology. Electric current applied in even low amplitude to 
humans over long periods of time could well be harmful. You will note 
that in the Uttall article, a copy of which is inclosed, psychophysical 
effects are remarked upon. I have talked by long distance phone with the 
Dr. C. Pfaffman mentioned in the Uttall article, and he states that very 
careful supervision must be employed whenever the person is employed 
as a guinea pig in studies of the neurological effect of electric current. 

During the last few weeks I have made several trips to Washington and 
have talked to numerous U.S. government personnel. In each case, I 
was told that they had been trying to get something on Scientology which 
would make it possible for them to step in, but that the religion part of it 
hampered any closing down of activity. 

Commissioner Earrick and Dr. Millstead of the Food and Drug Administra 
tion were very courteous in giving me their time. But they were not 
encouraging. 

e 

Captain Jefferson of the Washington, D.C. vice (narcotics) sqiad said 
that in an effort to get something on the scientologists he had sent his 
twenty-year old daughter to take a course at the Washington place in the 
hope that she could discover evidence. Now he just shoves the complaints 
as he gets them into a desk-drawer which is already bulging with others, 
because there is nothing he can do about them. 

Mr. O'Beirne of the Federal Bureau of Investigation gave me much time 
and took many notes. But he didn't think anything coxild be done. 

I talked with a firm of criminal attorneys which was recommended to me. 
They wouldn't even accept a retainer. 

The government people with whom I have talked state that they have had a 
very great number of complaints about Scientology and E. Ron Hubbard, 
and they admit that he is a scoundrel. But apparently he has been so 
clever, that as stated in the Bagley letter, the law hasn't been able to 
touch him. Maybe I am too much of an optimist: but I still think that the 
U.S. government is strong enough to deal with him. 

Although the establishment calls itself a church, it does send out circulars 
advertising the meter for sale and stating that it is the first science to 
"determine accurately and honesty and potential character of people by 
invariable instrument means". As you will notice from the advertisements 
there is provided for $2.00 a 35-page booklet which tells one what you need 
to know to operate an E-meter, 
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I cannot determine, from the pamphlets I have, where the meter is made. 
However, the enclosed leaflets from some of the pamphlets state that 
they can be ordered from Silver Springs, Maryland, Portland, Oregon 
and England. It may be manufactured in the United States, since the 
circuit is simple. Suppressing the meter, which is advertised for sale 
in interstate commerce, should be possible, even though a "church" 
sells it and uses it. 

If the devices are being imported from England, then the procedure 
outlined in U.S. Code, Title 21, Section 381 and Title 19, Section 12.1 
and 12. 3 relating to imports probably has not been observed. If it is 
being made in the United States, then Title 21, Section 35 should be 
observed. I note that Title 21, Sect. 131.25 provides suggested labelling 
for such comparatively harmless devices as heat-paddings. What has 
been done with respect to instruments which introduce electric current 
to the body? The State Board of Medical Examiners of New Jersey 
presented a complaint against Hubbard,in the Federal District Court of 
New Jersey which was set for hearing on June 5, 1951. What happened? 

A machine which determines potential character should be held to be a 
deceptive device. 

A machine which introduces electric current into the human body for 
hours at a time should be held to be a potentially dangerous device. 

Dr. M. A. B. Braiser of the Massachusetts General Hospital is an out¬ 
standing electroneurophysiologist who has been active in this field for 
many years and data obtained by the Braiser group is being processed on 
computers at the Massachusetts Institute of Technology. Also, I believe 
that John Hopkins University people have been active in this field. As the 
enclosed Uttall paper shows. International Business Machines is doing 
research on the effect of electric current on humans. I understand that 
Uttall is at the Research Center in New York City. Perhaps information 
from such experts would be sufficient to warrant a cease and desist 
order and confiscation of the machines. 

The F.D.A. has suppressed the sale of anti-radiation pills by the 
scientologists. This, of course, merely involved loss of profit. But 
suppression of the E-meter would strike at the vital core, since the 
"religion" can't be practiced without the meter. 

In case you wonder about me: I am a research chemist at the Aeronautical 
Research Laboratory, Wright-Patterson Air Force Base, and as inferred 
in the Bagley letter, I worked on the Manhattan Project and subsequently 
for the A. E. C. . I am listed in American Men of Science.

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Postscript, September 5, 1962 

Since the preceding was typed, there has been a further development. 


My son's childhood friend, Roger Williams talked to Dr. Milstead of 
the F.D.A. on August 24, 1962. At that time Dr. Milstead told Roger, 
among other things, that his department knew about the Z-meter, had 
made an investigation of it, and had refused import of the device, 

Roger returned home to Dayton on Saturday, August 25, gave me this 
information, and I flew to Washington Sunday evening in order to 
follow-up this lead. You can imagine how astounded I was when 
Dr, Milstead informed me on Monday', August 27, that he remembered \ 
talking to Roger but that he. Dr. Milstead, had not discussed the meter 1 
with Roger, that he did not say that an investigation had been made, 1 
and that he had nothing in his files concerning the meter that he knew of. 



Accordingly, right after seeing Dr. Milstead I called my wife in Dayton. 
She got in touch with Roger. Immediately he tried to phone Milstead, 
but could not reach him because he was in conference. Although Roger N) 
left his phone number for a return call, Milstead never phoned back. 
Therefore, that evening, on August 27, he wrote to Dr. Milstead, air-mail 
special delivery, demanding that he verify the fact that the E-meter had 
been discussed by Dr. Milstead and Roger, and that Dr, Milstead admit 
that he had said that it had been refused import. Roger said in his letter 
that he had in his possession notes on the E-meter discussion which notes 
were taken on paper supplied by Dr. Milstead. 

The next day I talked with both Commissioner Larrick and Dr. Milstead 
without any satisfaction so far as information about the meter was 
concerned. Also, although I did not see Dr. Milstead until about 5:00 P.M 
that day (August 28, 1962) he said nothing about a letter from Roger. I was 
simply told that when the man who had charge of the Scientology file would 
return from his vacation, the matter would be looked into. 





Not knowing whom and what to believe, I decided not to mention the Roger 
Williams matter in the preceding letter to you. However, today, after the 
letter was typed, Roger and I received the enclosed material from 
Dr. Milstead. As you can see, in it he admits discussing the machine ‘ 
with Roger, although the letter according to Roger is still not entirely in \ 
accord with their conversation. ^ 



I cannot understand it: at all. 

In his discussion with Dr. Milstead, Roger told him that my son had just 
received an E-meter, that another scientology subject was expecting one 
in about a week, and that there were E-meters all over the scientology place 
on 1812 19th St. , N.W, How did these get into the country?

I certainly hope that the F.D.A. doesn't think that their having refused 
import to one of the machines settles the whole matter. What does 
Dr. Milstead mean by saying in the first paragraph that they may have a 
basis for excluding the device? If the machines at 19th Street are of 
British make, they must have been smuggled in. And what about 
Distribution Center, Inc. in Silver Springs? Do they have a stock of 
them on hand? Also, Roger seems to remember that Dr. Milstead 
read to him from an investigative report in which the E-meter had been 
determined to lack any therapeutic value and to be potentially dangerous. 

Steps should be taken to bar the use and sale of this device whether it be 
an import or not. The same machine, manufactured in the U. S. is of 
equal potential danger. Hence, the return of one single machine to 
England does not even begin to dispose of thg matter. 

The devices which have been smuggled into this country or made and 
sold here without permit should be confiscated.

I have your letter of August 27, 1962, asking for a clarification 
of our discussion as related to the E-Meter. There has been some 
misunderstanding because you are correct that I indicated that 
we may have a basis for excluding this device from this country. 

Since you were here, I checked up on this further and I am 
enclosing a verifax copy of a detention notice which shows that 
we have in fact detained one of these devices which was later 
returned to England. 

As I told you, we are having this entire matter looked into with 
the view of taking further regulatory action if this is possible. 
As I promised, I am enclosing a verifax copy of the notice of 
judgment covering the seizure of Dianezene tablets at the Distri~ 
bution Center here in Washington, D. C. You will note that these 
tablets were seized and were later destroyed because they were in 
violation of the Federal Food, Drug, and Cosmetic Act.

He has traced the electrical 
circuit and Says that the current output is only about 1/15 of that of the lie- 
detector, and that the curious effect it has on him is something that can't 
be explained by the circuit: He seems to be rational about everything 
else, arid he is very familiar with electronics, having received his 
Amateur Radio Regular license when he was only eleven. 
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While my son may be good at electronics, he knows little if anything about 
neurophysiology. Electric current applied in even low amplitude to 
humans over long periods of time could well be harmful. You will note

There Is an organization In this country known as the Founding Church——— 
of Scientology, It is a semi-religious organization which practices 
some form of psycho-analysis.

The device is suppose to operate something like a lie 
detector. 

It is the opinion of our medical advisors that this device is worth¬ 
less for any medical purpose. We would like to take prompt steps to 
detain all of these devices that are offered for import into this 
country.

Any effort 
to enforce the Code of Honor would bring it into 
the level of a moral code. It cannot be enforced 
simply because it is a way of life which can 
exist as a way of life only as long as it is not 
enforced. Any other use but self-determined use 
of the Code of Honor would, as any Scientologist 
could quickly see, produce a considerable 
deterioration in a person. Therefore its use is a 
luxury use, and which is done solely on self- 
determined action, providing one secs eye to 
eye with the Code of Honor.

3. Never desert a group to which you owe your ,

4. Never disparage yourself or minimize your 
strength or power.

12. Never fear to hurt another in a just cause. 

13. Don't desire to be liked or admired. 

14. De your own adviser, keep your own counsel 
and select your own decisions.

He became disillusioned with his psychiatrist and was referred to the 
New York Office of the Founding Church of Scientology by a Dr. Dwight

Dallas District has recently encountered an importation of the 
Mark IV E-Meter device consigned to a party who is apparently 
associated in the Founding Church of .Scientology. This organization 
follows the teaching or a Mr. L. Ron Hubbard who leads the Hubbard 
Association of Scientology International. We know that there are 
probably several dozen similar devices which have been tnanufacturered 
domestically. We have not exercised FDA jurisdiction in this area 
because of the religious type affiliation claimed by the Scientology 
group. We have concluded, hov?ever, that we will not permit imoort- 
ation of this device because there is every indication that the 
Scientology group practices some type of the healing arts, and the 
device is apparently a /standard part of that practice. 


The inforuiation we have about the device indicates that it is of no 
medical or other significant value and we are taking the position 
that it is misbranded under 502 (f) (1). We are refusing entry of 
the device on this basis; we have concluded that it is worthles.s and 
no suitable labeling can be prepared for it. ^ 

Any efforts at importation of the device through your di.strict should 
be denied entry under 502 (f) (1).

All auditors shall be considered Class I until validated Class 
II by a Saint Hill Graduate or a Central Organization or at Saint 
Hill. 

Classification as Class 11 may not be awarded by any class. 

It may be attained only by severe practical demonstration, and 
oral examination by an HCO Secretary or an appointee of HCO. 

Class II auditors trained by anyone may not have pay status 
as Class II in a Central Organization until given a complete exam¬ 
ination after going on staff by the HCO Area Secretary, regardless 
of any earlier examination. The only exception is a Saint Hill 
graduate who has been specifically examined and specifically 
designated as Class II by HCO examiners at Saint Hill. 

No auditor may be designated as or draw pay in a Central 
Organization as a Class III unless first designated Class II and 
thereafter passing all examinations for Class III under the tutel¬ 
age of a Saint Hill Graduate and operating as a Class 111 auditor. 

A Class III auditor must have successfully and correctly assess¬ 
ed and run preclears. Class III auditors must be examined and 
their preclears examined by HCO before the award of Class III is 
given. 

A Class II auditor may assess and run'advanced procedures 
only under the close personal supervision of a Saint Hill Gradu¬ 
ate, and not by mail, telegrams or long distance telephone, but 
personally. 


At Saint Hill all enrollees will be trained up to and examined 
as Class II auditors on arrival, regardless of any earlier train¬ 
ing by anyone or any organization. No assessment or advanced 
procedures may be run by the Saint Hill trainee before Class II 
classification is awarded and only then under the closest super¬ 
vision. When examined for Class 11 the passing grade is perfect.

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(It'follows that persona earlier classified as Class II will be 
able to reach Class II much more rapidly at Saint Hill. It also 
follows that a field classification as Class 11 may be able to reach 
Class II more rapidly in a Central Organization. But prior Class¬ 
ification has no bearing on the Saint Hill Course and field classi¬ 
fication has no bearing on Central Organization or City Office 
classification. 


UNAUTHORIZED PROCESSES 

Any auditor found using Class III skills in violation of the 
above shall be subject to suspension of certificate and, if con¬ 
tinuing in fault, subject to public warning and revocation of all 
certificates and awards. 

Serious damage can be done to Scientology and preclears by 
unauthorized use of Routine 3, 3A and 3D. 


While no penalty attaches to a Class 1 auditor trying to sec¬ 
urity check and running problems intensives, he or she should 
clearly understand that all pc upset in their area is traceable to 
inexpert handling of security checks. 

Class I auditors are free to handle and use any procedure 
earlier than security checking (or October 1, I960) except 'Step 
6' and Creative Processes. 

Class I auditors are urged to obtain Class II classification 
as soon as possible in order to increase their results and mini¬ 
mize area disturbance. Good use of ClassII skills gives wins. 
Use by persons not yet classified gives loses. Any inexpert use 
of Class III skills can be ruinous by actual test. We have, in 
Class III skills, for the first time violated the maxim that any 
auditing is better than no auditing. This is still true of proces¬ 
ses prior to October 1, I960. With clearing at speed has come 
the liability of misuse. If we're going to have clears, we must 
have accurate Class III auditors. 


Appended to these policies it is understood that Class II and 
Class HI auditing will be done only on British Mark IV E-Meters 
or as improved. The discovery that 1958-59-60 and 61 American 
meters are wholly unsuitable for clearing and that squirrel meters 
are even less useful, makes it mandatory upon ua, in order to 
guarantee any result, to insist upon the use only' of meters 1 have 
supervised in construction and which have been tested after man¬ 
ufacture by HCO WW. The only American meter suitable for 


clearing was the 1957 blue meter I supervised. Unknown to me 
the pattern was thereafter altered. The only suitable U.K. me¬ 
ters prior to the Mark IV were the 'Green and Gold' ACC meter 
actually used on that London ACC, the Mark I, the Mark II and 
the Mark III. I cannot guarantee any meter I did not check on. 
This is not a commercial statement. It is a vital fact in clearing. 
Therefore Class II and Class III auditors may not be classified 
*' as such unless they own or are issued a British Mark IV (or im¬ 
proved) E-Meter checked out by HCO WW. 

These policies are vital and are binding on receipt.

During an interview with Capt. Jefferson, Morals Squad, D.C. Police Depart¬ 
ment on 1 / 30 / 62 , he asked if we were still interested in Scientology. I 
told him I did not know the present status of the firm, but we were always 
interested in the activities of this type of firm. Capt. Jefferson went 
on to say that he had spent a long time trying to build a case against 
Scientology, but he could never interest anybody in prosecution. He said 
he had sent his daughter to meetings and has recordings of several of these 
meetings. He also mentioned a man that had committed suicide after joining 
Scientology, and said that Scientology was responsible for the suicide. 

Capt. Jefferson said that after the Food and Drug Administration seized the 
Dianezene tabiets the firm stopped selling them. Recently his mother re¬ 
ceived a letter in the mail from Scientology saying that they were now 
selling Dianezene tablets again, and are also using the E-Meter. Capt. 

Jefferson gave me a copy of the December 1961 issue of Ability (attached) 

Which states that the E-Meter is now being made in England and imported , 
into this country. The last paragraph of page 4 of this booklet refers to 
meters made In the United States during 1958,1959» I960 and 1961. According 
to a letter from The Distribution Center to Mr. Stephens, BE, dated June 13. 1958, 
the firm stated they would not sell or act as agents for any electrical equip¬ 
ment .
